ance of $2,675,478.59 , plus the e sti­ 
m ated receipts of sem i-seif-support- 
ing departm ents of $2,556,301.60, to­ 
gether w ith the board of equaliza­ 
tion’s estim ated figure of $9 9 ,340.- 
000. 
It is explained that the $2 000.000 
estim ated revenue from the new 
eel I tax law is not included in the 
budget, as it is credited to the 
school fund and treated in the 
“■ame m anner as other school ac­ 
cretions. 
The appropriation for 
the 
rail­ 
road bill com m ission was left at the 
figure set for the past period due 
to the changes in 
the 
personnel 
m ade recently . 
T his w as done to 
give the new com m issioners 
an 
opportunity to m ak e their recom ­ 
m endations, tho governor explain­ 
ed.

More Mone y for Education. 
The largest increase in the bud 
get appears in the appropriation 
for education, w hich am ounts to 
ten m illion dollars.

is alm ost 60 per cent of the total 
budget.

statute are continued, they will in 
a few y ears absorb the entire in­ 
come of the sta te.”
